Visibility is enhanced by using 
narrower pillars and _ header 
boards in the closed cars. Up- 
holstery can be removed for clean- 
ing and replacing. Contour and 
cushioning of seats have been 
greatly improved by adoption of 
the saddle-spring seat cushions. 

Body and interior fittings are of 
unusually fine quality. They in- 
clude artistic, indirectiy lighted in- 
strument panels; hardware of the 
butler finish, with dome light to 
match in the sedans; automatic 
windshield wipers; rear view 
rors; foot rests and robe rails 
the latest types. 

A new type manifold and other 
innovations have greatly enhanced 
the power, speed and smoothness 
of operation in the stock engine of 
the Model 52. The announcement, 
however, features the fact that the 
new Chrysler high-compression mo- 
tor announced a few weeks ago 
under the name of Chrysler “Red- 
Head” is available for all cars of 
this model at a slight extra cost. 
This motor, according to Chrysler 
engineers, is setting a new mark for 
motor car performance in power 
speed and acceleration. 

The stock L-head type engine has 
a 3%-inch bore and a 4%-inch 
stroke.

dard. 

Production and sales at the Ford 
|Manchester works continue to de- 
}cline. No more old-model passenger 
|Cars are being made. Output of 
Ford trucks is believed to be about 
80, against normal capacity of 125 
}a day. 

There is practically no market 
for high-priced American cars in 
Britain. Packard is the one ex- 
ception. Packard expects to sell 
more cars this year than the 200 
in 1925, before the McKenna 
duties were reimposed. 
| American cars comprise more than 
i half the total of foreign car imports 
into Britain. In the first five 
months 10,648 passenger cars. were | 
imported, against 4,039 the previous 
year in the same period. 

Sales of American cars in this 
market are holding up well and| 
likely to continue high for another 
month. The reception given the 
new Ford and Chevrolet models ex- 
pected at the London October show | 
will influence considerably the vol- | 
ume of American sales next year.

Practically every section of the county has bene- 
fited by improvements in the concrete highways,

The John Warren Watson Com- 
pany was formally started about 
the beginning of 1920 to manufac- 
ture recoil checks under patents 
which were then pending to John 
Warren Watson. Research by Mr.

The 
nucleus of the present organiza- 
tion started in Mr. Watson's 
private garage, the second floor 
of which was converted into of- 
fices and drafting rooms.
